Topography. — d'he  District  is  roughly  pear  shaped,  the  stem 
rnd  being  West,  and  the  broad  end  East.  It  is  bounded  on  the  North 
by  the  Urban  Districts  of  Calverley  and  Parsley,  and  the  City  of  Leeds; 
on  the  East  by  Leeds;  on  the  South  by  Leeds  and  the  City  of  Bradford; 
on  the  West  by  the  City  of  Bradford.
